The Ninety-Seventh Annual Session of the Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of Rhode 
Island, assembled for Divine Service in Grace Church, 
Providence, at 10 o’clock A. m.

Consent was given, also, for the translation of the Rt. Rev. Ozi William 
Whitaker, D. D., from the Missionary Jurisdiction of Nevada, to the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, he having been duly elected Assistant Bishop 
of that Diocese. 

Herman Lilienthal, Arthur Rogers, Lloyd Morton Blodgett, John 
Matteson, and Frederick W. Davis, have been recommended to the Bishop 
for admission as Candidates for Holy Orders. 

Edmund S. Rousmaniere and James P. Ware, Deacons, have esa 
recommended to the Bishop for admission to Priest’s orders. 

George Ernest Magill has been recommended to the Bishop for admis- 
sion to Deacon’s orders. 

Consent was given for the consecration of Rev. Elisha Smith Thomas, 
Rector of St. Paul’s Church, St. Paul, Minnesota, he having been duly 
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elected Assistant Bishop of the Diocese of Kansas. Rev. D. Henshaw 
was appointed by the Standing Committee to assist the Bishop in pre- 
paring “‘a condensed report and a tabular view of the state of the 
church” in this Diocese, to be presented to the Secretary of the House 
of Deputies of the General Convention, in conformity with Canon 17, para- 
graph V, of the Canons, 

Summaries of accounts from All Saints’ Memorial Chapel, Newport, 
for 1884, 1885 and 1886, were received, and, at the request of the authori- 
ties of said chapel, were placed on file. 

Consent was given for the organization of Ascension Church, Wake- 
field, in conformity with Article IV of the Constitution of the Diocese. 

It was with deep regret that the Standing Committee, on the 20th day © 
of January last, accepted the resignation of Mr. Edward A. Greene, which 
the delicate state of his health made imperative. Rev. D. Henshaw was 
chosen to fill the vacancy in the office of Secretary. The vacancy in the 
membership remains unfilled. 

The lamented death, on the 10th day of February last, of Mr. James M. 
Cross, who had faithfully and acceptably discharged the duties of Treas- 
urer of the Convention for a number of years, made it necessary for the 
Standing Committee, in conformity with Article X of the Constitution 
of the Diocese, to fill the vacancy. Accordingly on March 17, 1887, Mr. 
John Wilmarth Angell was elected Treasurer of the Diocese.

The Registrar of Connecticut has donated a bound volume containing the 
report of commemorative services, sermons and addresses at the Seabury 
Centenary, 1883-85. 

There is still need of more room for the proper arrangement of the 
books and pamphlets in the care of the Registrar.

The Board of Missions has held its quarterly meetings regularly during 
the year with E. H. Porter, Secretary, and Rathbone Gardner, Treasurer.

The total amount of the appropriation has been reduced $200.00. 
The number of stations is thirteen. 


There are these items of interest: 


St. Mark’s, Riverside. The Rev. J. Eldred Brown, of Newport, was 
appointed Missionary, but resigned July 25th, and the mission was 
placed under the charge of the Rev. W. M. Chapin, of Barrington. In 
December the Rev. J. J. Clemens, of Mississippi, was appointed Mission- 
ary, and the work is prospering. 


Trinity, Pawtuxet. This mission has been dropped from the Board 
notwithstanding its appeal to be retained another year, because the con- 
dition of the Board will not allow its retention, and because it is consid- 
ered able to continue without the help of the Board. 


St. George’s Lincoln. The Rev. Dr. Baird resigned April 1, 1887, and 
the Rev. W. W. Sever, of Manville, has been appointed from that date, 
with St. Philip’s, Valley Falls. There is no reason why St. George’s 
should not soon be a self-supporting parish if the encumbrance resting 
upon the Rectory could be removed. The interest upon the debtisa 
severe strain, the only apparent hindrance to a speedy prosperity. 


Christ Church, South Providence. We hope another year to report the 
completion of a new church, for which a large sum of money has already 
been subscribed, the greatest need in the Diocese. 

The other missions all represent faithful work under the care of mis- 
sionaries who have become identified with their fields of labor by a con- 
tinued residence where there cannot of necessity be anything special to 
report from year to year. For a mission station to hold its own or to 
grow a little stronger is all that can be expected in some of our manu- 
facturing villages or farming districts. 

On page 31st of the last Journal of Convention there is a resolution, 
‘‘ That the Board of Missions be requested to consider whether some bet- 
ter system than that which now exists can be devised for the payment of 
the missionaries to whom the Board contributes aid.”’ 

The matter has been considered by the Board, and in its judgment no 
better system can be devised at present. 
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We have been obliged to reduce the stipends from the Board in some 
instances for the current year on account of the meagre and uncertain 
contributions of the Diocese. We come before the Convention out of 
debt, but we have spent $182 more than we have received since the last 
Convention, and on the first of July, in two weeks, there will be due $675 
to the missionaries, and there is nothing with which to pay it. The 
Board would be relieved if the Convention could_devise some means by 
which it could begin a new year without borrowing money. In sucha 
case we might rely upon parochial offerings for the quarterly stipends. 
It is discouraging to begin with a debt and to carry the debt through all 
the year. There is probably no Board of Missions in any Diocese where 
the salaries are more liberal and where they are so promptly paid. But 
we wish to do this without the necessity of loans, and without having to 
pay interest. We look for some action in the Diocesan Convention to 
relieve the embarrassment of its missionary committee. 

In accordance with Canon I, Section 7, we propose as an apportionment 
of the amount needed for the current year, the assessments for the Bis- 
hop’s salary made last year by the Board of Audit and Finance, each 
assessment to be increased one-eighth. The amount necessary is $2,700.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE RELICIOUS 
TRAINING OF THE YOUNG. 


In accordance with the recommendation of the last report and of the 
Diocesan Convention, the Committee on the Religious Training of the 
Young called a Conference of Sunday-school workers and all persons in- 
terested, to be held in Grace Church, Providence, on Friday evening, 
May 27th, and Saturday, May 28. 

Owing to an unfavorable combination of circumstances this meeting 
was not as largely attended as had been expected. The evening session 
was discontinued because of severe affliction in the family of one of the 
appointed speakers. 

The following questions were submitted to the meeting on Saturday 
and volunteer addresses were invited: 


1. ‘Young Men’s Guilds.”’ 

2. ‘How to combine Instruction and Worship.”’ 

3. ‘* Qualifications of Teachers and Normal Classes.”’ 

The interest developed in these questions, especially the last, led to the 
passage of a vote requesting this Committee to consider the expediency 
of recommending to this Convention some series of books or leaflets as 
the basis of a thoroughly graded system of instruction in our Sunday- 
schools, and also of arranging for a Normal Class or a series of Teachers’ 
Meetings for the purpose of instructing the Teachers of the Diocese as to 
the best methods of carrying on their work. 

The Committee have not yet been able to find an outline of instruction 
which they are at present willing to endorse in all respects, and desire to 
place on record their firm conviction that the personality of the teacher 
is the vital thing in Sunday-school work, especially in view of the gen- 
erally defective character of Sunday-school books and leaflets. 

There seem to be also grave practical difficulties in the way of forming 
a central class for the training of all the teachers in the Diocese. 

The Committee would, however, most strongly recommend the holding 
of a teachers’ meeting weekly in each parish at a time most convenient 
for the teachers, on Sunday if possible, at which the Rector shall present 
the lesson for the week in its varied aspects, and also give hints as to 
the best methods of instruction. This plan has been found to work very 
admirably in cases where it has been tried. 
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The Committee would also recommend as_ helps to teachers the 
‘‘American Church Sunday School Magazine.”’ 

The ‘‘ Teachers’ Guide,’’ published in connection with the various 
leaflets, and the ‘‘Sunday School Times.” 

While all portions of such publications may not be equally valuable, 
much will be found in each of most material aid to the teachers. 

The Committee believe that the formation of a Diocesan Sunday 
School Association, in connection with the general association of the 
American Church, and the holding of meetings in the parishes from time 
to time, would both tend to stimulate interest and disseminate knowledge 
as to the most desirable methods of carrying forward this important 
work. 

In conclusion the Committee desire to put on record again and with 
renewed emphasis the conviction, that no subject can possibly occupy 
the attention of this Convention and the Diocese at large which is of more 
grave importance, both to the children of the Church and the well-being 
of the Church itself, than the question of ‘The Religious Training of 
the Young.”’

Friendly Society was then read, received and ordered to be 
printed. 


REPORT OF THE R. I. BRANCH OF THE GIRLS’ 
FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society of America was started in St. Ann’s Church, 
Lowell, Mass., November 24, 1887, by Miss Edson, who is still its efficient 
President. 
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The motto of the society is, ‘‘ Bear ye one another’s burdens,” and its 
objects are: 

1. To bind together in one society church women as ‘‘Associates,’”’ and 
girls and young women as members for mutual help, religious and secu- 
lar, for sympathy and prayer. 

2. To encourage purity of life, dutifulness to parents, faithfulness to 
employers, and thrift. 

3. To provide the privileges of the society for its members, wherever 
they may be, by giving them an introduction from one branch to another. 

Massachusetts was the leader in this good work and continues in it 
faithfully. There are now six Diocesan organizations, while the whole 
number of Parish Branches in the United States is 101, the number of 
Working Associates being 982, of Honorary Associates, 633, and of Mem- 
bers, 3,850, with 1,406 Probationers and Candidates. 

In Rhode Island there are now five Branches, the first having been 
formed in St. Paul’s Church, Pawtucket, in November, 1882, the second 
in Trinity Church, Bristol, in April, 1886, the third in St. Michael’s 
Church, Bristol, in July, 1886, the fourth in St. John’s Church, Provi- 
dence, in November, 1886, and the fifth in St. James’s Church, Woon- 
socket, in November, 1887. Our membership now numbers 180, with 49 
Working and 28 Honorary Associates. 

In April, 1887, under the sanction of our revered Bishop, the five 
Branches united in a Diocesan organization with Mrs. F. E. Richmond as 
President, and the officers of the society in making this their first report 
to the Convention, most earnestly request the co-operation of the clergy 
in extending the work throughout the Diocese.

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


By the merciful kindness of God I am allowed to present 
to the Convention my thirty-third annual address. 

Since we last met together one has gone to his rest whose 
name, for more than half a century, has been called in the 
roll of this Convention, although for many years we have 
not seen his venerable and honored form amongst us. Mr. 
Resolved Waterman first appeared as a delegate from Grace 
Church, Providence, at a Convention held in St. Paul’s 
Church, South Kingstown, in the year 1832. At that time, 
fifty-five years ago, there were only ten churches in this 
diocese, and how many communicants there were it is impos- 
sible to tell, as only four of the parishes made any report of 
the same. In the year 1839, St. Stephen’s Church was es- 
tablished, and on Easter Monday, 1843, Mr. Waterman was 
elected Senior Warden of the parish, and held this office 
continuously until his death. From 1842, when he first 
became a member of St. Stephen’s Corporation, until 1872, 
after which he was confined to his home by illness, the 
records of the parish show that he was absent but ten times 
from any meeting of the corporation or vestry, and until the 
end of his life he was elected every year a delegate to the 
Convention from St. Stephen’s Church, having served as 
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Senior Warden upwards of forty-three years, and as dele- 
gate forty-four years. He was for a long time a member of 
the Standing Committee, and identified with almost every 
important movement in the diocese. The congregation of 
St. Stephen’s will never forget how much they owe to him— 
the edifice itself may in some sense be looked upon as his 
monument —and other churches have been substantially 
aided by his open and liberal hand in ways not known to the 
public at large. The most precious gift that he ever 
bestowed upon the church was his own son, the Rev. Dr. 

Henry: Waterman, one of the ablest and holiest men who 
ever ministered amongst us. 

Mr. Resolved Waleement was a man of whom it is prob- 
able no word of reproach was ever uttered. In his business 
relations, which, at one time, were widely extended, he was 
regarded as the very soul of integrity and honor; in the 
family household, he was the most kind, affectionate and | 
considerate of men ; inthe church, he was a pillar of strength 
and an example to all believers. There were no inconsis- 
tencies in his life, and no cloud ever came over his spirit ; 
for many a long year he lay helpless in his bed, as patient 
and cheerful as if the whole world were at his command, 
and at last, just before he had completed his full century of 
years, God took him to his better home. For him there 
was no death. 

Wethave met with another very great calamity in the 
decease of our most esteemed and useful Treasurer, Mr. 
James M. Cross. Much which has been said of Mr. Water- 
man applies with equal force to him; and in this community 
there was no man more implicitly trusted, or more highly 
regarded. The important office that he held in the city 
administration was fulfilled with an exactness and integrity 
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which everybody admired, and the invaluable services he 
has for many years rendered to this Convention without any 
recompense but the approbation of his own conscience and 
the grateful thanks of his brethren, will long be remembered. 
His itera is deeply felt in the Church of the Savio of which 
he was the Senior Warden, and the darkness that has come 
upon the dwelling of which he was the life and light can 
only be relieved by the presence of Him before whom every 
cloud in time must flee away. 

Still another layman has been removed from our ranks, who 
has been so long and so honorably connected with the church 
in Rhode Island as to deserve a word or two of special notice 
from us. Ffty years ago I find the name of Mr. A. M. 
Thomas on the roll of this Convention as a delegate from St. 
Paul’s Church, North Kingstown, and the last time that we 
met together the same long familiar name was called again, and 
for the last time. Mr. Thbinas has represented this diocese 3 in 
General Convention in days gone by, and has always been 
one of the strongest and most active supporters of the parish 
to which he belonged, and was universally respected and be- 
loved by the community in which he lived. He was a tr ue, 
consistent and high-minded Christian, leading a quiet and 
useful life in all nese and godly sincerity. May many 
others be raised up to walk in his footsteps. 

I will now present the record of my official acts during 
the year : 

On Sunday, June 13th, I admitted Mr. James P. Ware 
to the Holy Order of Deacons, and the Rev. Percy Barnes 
to the Priesthood, in Grace Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, August 15, I confirmed two persons in St. 


Peter’s Church, Narragansett Pier, and in the afternoon of 
6 
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the same day confirmed nine in the Church of the Ascension, 
Wakefield. 

On Sunday, August 224, I confirmed one pare in St. 
Paul’s Church, Portsmouth. 

On Sunday, August 29th, I confirmed three in St. Barna- 
bas’s Church, Apponaug. 

On the 31st of August I consecrated the St. Columba 
Berkeley Memorial Chapel, Middletown. An unusually 
large number of clergymen from various parts of the land 
participated in the services, and a deep interest was mani- 
fested in the opening of this new and beautiful house of 
worship on the part of the people living in the vicinity. 

On Sunday, September 5th, I visited St. Mary’s Chapel, 
Warwick, and administered the Holy Communion. 

On Sunday, September 12th, I visited All Saints’ 
Memorial Chapel, Newport, and in the afternoon confirmed 
seven in St. Matthew’s Church, Jamestown. 

On Sunday, September 19th, I confirmed six in the : 
Berkeley Memorial Chapel, Middletown. 

On St. Matthew’s Day, September 21st, I consecrated 
St. George’s Chapel, Newport. A large congregation attended 
the services, and everything thus far would seem to justify 
the wisdom and expediency of establishing a church in the 
flourishing portion of Newport where this edifice has been 
erected. 

On Sunday, November 7th, I confirmed three in Emman- 
uel Church, Manville. The Rev. W. W. Sever has since 
resigned the rectorship of this church and taken charge of 
St. George’s Church, Lincoln. The Rev. James P. Ware 
is now the rector of Emmanuel Church, Manville. 

On Sunday, November 14th, I confirmed nine in the 
Church of the Messiah, Providence. 
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On Sunday, November 21st, I confirmed eleven in St. 
James’s Church, Woonsocket. This parish is now entirely 
relieved of all pecuniary incumbrances, and has entered 
upon a career of great apparent spiritual and temporal pros- 
perity. 

On Sunday, November 28th, I confirmed ten in St. Mary’s 
Church, South Portsmouth, and in the afternoon confirmed 
four in the Chapel of the Holy Cross, Middletown. Mr. 
George E. Magill, a candidate for holy orders, has been 
laboring very zealously and successfully in these parishes ; 
he has recently been admitted to Deacon’s Orders. 

On St. Andrew’s Day, November 30th, I consecrated St. 
Andrew’s Church, Phenix. The sermon was preached by 
one of the former ministers in charge, the Rev. George S. 
Pine. It is a matter for special thankfulness that such a 
beautiful and commodious church should have been erected 
in this village, and we trust that God will abundantly bless 
the sacred services to be offered here. 

On Sunday, December 12th, I confirmed twelve in All 
Saints’ Chapel, Pontiac, one of the number being from St. 
Andrew’s Church, Phenix. The Rev. Edmund S. Rous- 
maniere is now in charge of this parish, and it was never 
more prosperous than it is at the present time. It is ex- 
pected that a new church will be erected during the present 
year. 

In the afternoon I preached in the St. Elizabeth Home, 
and confirmed two. 

On Sunday, December 19th, I confirmed three in St. 
Mark’s Church, Riverside. The Rev. J. J. Clemens has 
been appointed to the charge of this mission, and we antici- 
pate that it will soon become one of our most successful sta- 
tions. 
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On my return from a long journey in the month of Janu- 
ary I found myself attacked with pneumonia, from which 
sickness God in His mercy raised me up in order, as I hum- 
bly trust, that I may discharge the solemn duties which 
devolve upon me with greater devotion and faithfulness than 
I have ever done in days gone by. 

On the second Sunday in Lent I entered again upon the 
discharge of my appointments, and visited St. Paul’s Church, 
Wickford, confirming two persons. 

On the third Sunday in Lent I confirmed nineteen in 
Christ Church, Westerly, and there is another large class in 
preparation for the next visitation. 

On the fourth Sunday in Lent I confirmed six in St. 
Philip’s Church, Crompton. 

On the 21st of March I confirmed one person in St. 
Stephen’s Church, Providence. 

On the fifth Sunday in Lent I confirmed five in St. Paul’s 
Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed twenty-_ 
eight in the Church of the Redeemer, Providence. The new 
rector may be congratulated upon the present healthy and 
vigorous condition of the church. 

On the Sunday before Easter I confirmed nine in St. 
George’s Chapel, Newport. A new organ has recently been 
placed in the church, and a spacious lot of land adjacent to 
the church has been purchased for the erection of a guild 
house, which, with a Sunday-school room, both of which are 
much needed, will be built as soon as the friends of this 
parish, in combination with the parishioners themselves, 
may furnish the necessary funds. In the afternoon I con- 
firmed fourteen in Emmanuel Church, Newport. 

On Thursday evening in Holy Week I confirmed twenty- 
two in the Church of the Epiphany, Providence. A beauti- 
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ful and commodious guild building has been erected, adjoin- 
ing the church, and it is thought that the church itself must 
soon be enlarged, as the congregation are already greatly 
straitened for room. . 

On Good Friday evening I confirmed fifteen in Christ 
Church, South Providence. Year after year I have called 
your attention to the imperative need of a new and much 
larger church edifice in this populous section of the city, and 
I cannot but hope and trust that the time has now come 
when the liberal churchmen of Providence will take the mat- 
ter vigorously in hand and determine that such a building 
shall be erected as the necessities of the region require. The 
members of the parish have strained every nerve and con- 
tributed, according to their means, most liberally towards 
the accomplishment of this work, but it is out of the ques- 
tion for them to build such a church as is demanded without 
very substantial aid from without. 

On the morning of Easter day I confirmed forty-seven in 
Grace Church, Providence. <A very large and magnificent 
organ has been placed in this church during the past year. 
In the evening I confirmed nineteen in the Church of the 
Messiah, Providence, making twenty-eight in all. A very 
liberal contribution was made in this church on Easter Day 
for the erection of a new rectory, and the crowded attend- 
ance upon the services from Sunday to Sunday indicates the 
need of a larger church edifice. After the erection of a new 
church in South Providence is secured, I trust that the at- 
tention of the wealthy and liberal church people of the 
diocese will be directed to Olneyville. 

On the 12th of April I confirmed two in Grace Church, 
Providence, making forty-nine in all. 
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On the 16th of April I confirmed two in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, April 17th, I confirmed eleven in St. John’s 
Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed four in 
the Church of the Saviour, Providence. 

On Sunday morning, April 24th, I confirmed thirteen in 
the Church of the Good Shepherd, Pawtucket ; in the after- 
noon confirmed eleven in Trinity Church, Pawtucket ; and 
in the evening confirmed twelve in St. Paul’s Church, Paw- 
tucket. 

On Sunday, May Ist, I confirmed six in St. Mark’s Church, 
Warren, and ten in St. John’s Church, Barrington. 

On Sunday, May 8th, I confirmed nine in Christ Church, 
Lonsdale, and ten in St. John’s Chapel, Ashton. 

On Sunday, May 15th, I confirmed seven in St. Michael’s 
Church, Bristol, and ten in Trinity Church, Bristol. : 

On the 18th of May I confirmed five in the Church of the 
Redeemer, Providence, making thirty-two in all during the 
year. 

On the morning of Ascension Day I admitted the Rey. 
Edmund S. Rousmaniere and the Rev. James P. Ware to 
the holy order of Priesthood, in the Church of the Epiphany, 
Providence. The Rev. Percy Browne, of Boston, preached 
the sermon and presented Mr. Rousmaniere ; Mr. Ware was 
presented by the Rev. S. H. Webb.

THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


I was unable to remain through the entire session of our 
late General Convention, and have not very much to say in 
regard to the proceedings of that venerable body. If all 
was not done which some of us might have desired, it may 
be safely asserted that little, if any, harm will come from 
any measures adopted by the Convention. The charge of 
excessive legislation cannot be brought against this last ses- 
sion of our great representative Council. The Canons of 
the Church were hardly touched, and very few of the changes 
in the Book of Common Prayer recommended by the pre- 
vious Convention were ratified and adopted. It may be 
questioned whether it was worth while, in default of any 
more thorough work, for the Convention to take any steps 
whatever in the way of change or additions ; although it was 
well that certain practices should be authorized by law, 
which have become very common in the church, without the 
sanction of either rubric or canon. 
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The missionary work received the special attention of the 
Convention, and great good will undoubtedly result from the 
earnest and interesting discussions that were held. 

Many who were once conspicuous in the debates and acts 
of this great council have passed away, to be seen no more 
on earth, while others have been raised up to take their 
places, who, we trust, will always show themselves loyal to 
the truth as it is in Jesus, and do what they can to carry 
out the great purposes of His spiritual kingdom. 


STATE OF THE DIOCESE. 


The general condition of the diocese continues to be as 
favorable as it has been at any former period ; harmony and 
peace reign in our borders, and I trust that the work of God 
is advancing in our churches. 

At a time when there is such a lamentable falling off in the 
number of young men preparing for the sacred ministry, it 
is gratifying to find the list fof candidates in this diocese 
larger than it ever has been,before. 

The charitable institutionsgthat exist amongst us are ful- 
filling the purpose for which they were established with 
commendable zeal and discretion. 


ST. MARY’S ORPHANACE. 


There are at the present time thirty-five children in St. 
Mary’s Orphanage, while the number of applicants for ad- 
mission is almost unlimited. There is special need of an 
infirmary or hospital department, in order that the children 
who are ill may be separated from those in health, especially 
in the case of contagious diseases. I would most heartily 


commend the paper known as the Orphanage Record, to the 
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patronage of all who are interested in benevolent and Chris- 
tian work. The cost of the paper is too trifling to be con- 
sidered, and I am sure that none can read it without being 
moved to do something in aid of Christ’s little ones, whom 
he has consigned to the care and charity of His Church. 
The Record tells us just what is most needed in carrying on 
the work of this institution, and some persons may find it 
convenient to furnish the material supplies that are wanted 
who could not so readily contribute money. Iam happy to 
state that a large addition has been made to the tract of land 
occupied by the Orphanage by the liberality of the same. 
generous woman who was the donor of the original estate. 
Why will not some of the wealthier members of our Con- 
vention contribute at once the necessary fund for the erec- 
tion upon these spacious grounds of such new accommoda- 
tions as are needed, not only for the shelter of the sick, but 
also to meet the incessant and pressing demands that are 

made for the admission of needy children to the privileges 
of the Orphanage? This is the only institution of the kind 
connected with this diocese, and it can be no ground of ob- 
jection with any liberally minded Christian that it opens its 
doors to such as need its shelter, without regard to any re- 
ligious or denominational distinction. 


THE ST. ELIZABETH HOME. 


With the large addition’ that has been made to the St. 
Elizabeth Home, many are now rejoicing in a quiet and 
comfortable abode, where every want, temporal and spirit- 
ual, is supplied, who might otherwise have been exposed to 
the precarious aid of occasional charity, or obliged to take 
refuge in some uncongenial public institution. In response 
to a suggestion made two years ago, a legacy has been re- 
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ceived by this institution by the bequest of a church-woman 
in Newport, and I would again call the attention of our peo- 
ple to the great importance of remembering this and similar 
church charities in the disposal of their property. While it 
is not to be desired that these institutions should be endowed 
to such an extent as to supersede the necessity of calling for 
stated contributions from year to year, a partial endowment 
would be a great relief to the St. Elizabeth Home and the 
St. Mary’s Orphanage. It is not an easy matter to secure 
all the money that is needed for the carrying on of these es- 
tablishments, either by individual subscriptions or by public 
collections in church, especially at a time when there are so 
many charities calling for aid, and in this emergency a stated 
income of « few thousand dollars from investments would be 
a great relief. At the present time the St. Elizabeth Home 
is greatly straitened for want of means to meet the current 
expenses, and I would earnestly entreat the good people of 
this diocese to contribute promptly and generously in order 
that the doors may not be closed against such persons as need 
shelter there. Unless something is done very soon it may 
-be necessary to do this, a calamity which, I fervently hope, 
may be averted. With-the ample accommodation now pro- 
vided, and all the appliances at hand for the efficient work- 
ing of the Home, it is sad to think that any worthy apph- 
cant should be turned away for want of the means required 


to furnish subsistence. 


THE GRACE NEMORIAL HOME. 


The Grace Memorial Home at Olneyville continues to be 
liberally patronized by mothers who have little children to 
be cared for while they are at work in the mills, and there 
are from forty to fifty children to be found in this Home 
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every working day, where they receive every attention and 
care which their condition requires. 


THE BERKELEY SCHOOL. 


The Berkeley School is in a flourishing condition, and 
whenever certain plans, now projected, are carried into 
effect, we shall have in the diocese an educational institution 
which will be likely for many a generation to be a conspicu- 
ous centre of light and knowledge, and worthy of the dis- 
tinguished name which it bears. — 


DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 

I must again express my regret that our Diocesan Missions 
are not more liberally sustained, and would suggest to the 
clergy whether it might not be well to read the reports of 
the Board to their people, with such additional statements 
as they may choose to make, on the Sunday before the tak- 
ing of the annual collection. Nearly every church contrib-— 
utes something to the Board, but in comparison with what 
we do for more general objects, the amount contributed to sus- 
tain the work here at home is small. Forty-five years ago, 
when they were but twelve or thirteen self-supporting parishes 
in the diocese, the average yearly contribution to Diocesan 
Missions amounted to a little more than $1,600. Last year 
the total receipts of our Diocesan Board were $2,640, while 
the contributions in this diocese to the General Board of 
Missions were $15,819. I believe there is no such dispro- 
portion in any other diocese, and I am a little surprised to 
find that some of the larger parishes contributed more 
liberally to our Diocesan Missions forty or fifty years ago than 
they do now, while it is impossible to estimate the increase 
of their pecuniary resources during this period. The old 
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reports of the Missionary Convocation would be well worth 
reading to our congregations in connection with the record 
of work as it is now carried on. Few persons are aware of 
the number of churches in this diocese which very probably 
might never have struggled into life if it had not been for 
the fostering care of the Missionary Convocation, and among 
these are some of the strongest and wealthiest parishes that 
we have. It is very true that there is not the same press- 
ing demand for evangelistic labor here in Rhode Island that. 
existed forty or fifty years ago, and still with not less than 
fourteen missionary stations on our hands, and other fields 
constantly opening, we cannot look upon the necessity for 


>? 
missionary aid in the diocese as having come to an end. 


THE ENROLLMENT FUND. 


We need not in the slightest degree diminish our contri- 
butions to the general missions of the church, foreign and 
domestic, in order to carry on our diocesan work with 
greater zeal. and efficiency, and I now desire to ask your 
special attention to the movement, known as the Enrollment 
Fund, started a few years ago with the hope of raising one 
million of dollars for general missions, by means of small 
subscriptions from the communicants of the church through- 
out the land. The number of persons reported in sixty-tive 
dioceses and missionary districts enrolled on the list of com- 
municants, is 415,605. It is to be presumed that at least 
200,000 of that number could afford to contribute five dol- 
lars, in addition to what they are already in the habit of 
giving, and this would secure the desired amount. I trust 
that this diocese, which has never been delinquent in its 
offerings for the general missions of the church, will do its 
proper share in aiding to raise the million dollar fund, 
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which, it is hoped, may be completed before the next ses- 
sion of our General Convention. 


THE WONIAN’S AUXILIARY. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary continues to carry on with in-- 
creasing zeal its varied and useful work, and has secured 
the co-operation of nearly all the churches in the diocese. 
Without interfering with any other agencies or institutions, 
there can be no doubt that this Auxiliary reaches and is 
able to avail itself of sources of supply which otherwise 
might be altogether inaccessible. The report for the year 
shows what has been done more fully than is to be expected 
in this general address, and no words of mine are needed 
in commendation of the faithful labors of the women who 
are thus enlisted in the noble cause of Christian missions. 


HOME FOR ENGLISH AND AMERICAN WOMEN IN PARIS. 


An appeal has recently been made in behalf of an im- 
portant church work in the city of Paris, one of its main 
objects being to provide suitable homes for English and 
American women who are so situated as to need the counsel 
and aid of their Christian friends. In various other ways 
provision is made for the temporal and spiritual needs of 
young men, women and children, which has been of great 
value to many friendless Americans. This benevolent work 
has been highly commended by many of our Bishops, and 
seems to be entitled to our earnest sympathy and generous 
help. 


THE GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 


I would also call your attention to another institution, 
originally established in the English Church, and known as 
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the Girls’ Friendly Society. A branch of this organization 
has been formed in this diocese, and I would ask that their 
brief report may be read during the session of the Conven- 
tion, with the hope that the information thus conveyed may 
excite a more general interest in the important work which 
has been undertaken by this Society. 


DECEASED BISHOPS. 


During the past year three of our Bishops have been taken 
from us, all of whom had passed beyond the ordinary limit 
of years allotted to man on earth, and their work here com- 
pleted, they rest from their labors, and are now, we trust, 
rejoicing in the fields of Paradise. Bishop Horatio Potter, 
of New York, was born in 1802, and consecrated in 1854. 
By reason of the feebleness of age he has for several years 
been unable to discharge the duties of his office, although 
he retained his mental faculties to the last. Bishop Green, 
of Mississippi, consecrated in 1850, was in his 89th year at 
the time of his decease, and continued to perform occasional 
offices in the church almost to the end. Bishop Lee, of 
Deleware, was born in 1807, and consecrated in 1841. He 
succeeded Bishop Smith as Presiding Bishop of the church, 
and his office is now filled by the Bishop of Connecticut. 

Intelligence has just been received of the death of Bishop 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania. He was born in 1815 and con- 
secrated as Assistant Bishop in 1862; upon the death of 
Alonzo Potter, he became the Bishop of Pennsylvania. He 
was a ripe scholar, an earnest Christian, a true and loyal 
servant of his Master, and has left a good record behind 
him. 

Since I entered upon the duties of my office here in Rhode 
Island fifty-two of our Bishops have been removed from the 
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earth, fifteen of the number being my juniors in the date of 
their consecration. There were thirty-two members of the 
House of Bishops when I first entered there, and of these 
there are but two left, the Bishops of Connecticut and Cali- 
fornia. Seventy-eight Bishops have been consecrated since 
that time. : 7 
None can tell how soon he may be called to render an 
account of his stewardship, and with some of us the time 
cannot be far off. God grant that we may be true and 
faithful during the short space that remains, preaching the 
pure and simple Gospel of Jesus with earnest and fervent 
sincerity, living every day close to the Saviour and looking 
to His infinite mercy for the pardon of all our transgressions.

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RULES OF ORDER, 1887. 81 


RULES OF ORDER 


AND 


A STANDING ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE 


Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island. 


I. RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On the first day of the Convention, after Divine Service, and a 
recess of fifteen minutes, the Convention shall proceed at once to busi- 
ness, and shall remain in session until the business for the first day is 
ended. 

2. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the chair. 

3. The members of the Convention shall sit in pews contiguous to one 
another—the delegates of each church occupying one pew. 

4, No member shall absent himself from the Convention unless he 

. 
have leave or be unable to attend. 

5. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Convention. 

6. A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment of 
the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the ses- 
sion, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Convention, he shall arise and with due respect address himself to the 
President, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. When two members chance to rise at the same time, the President 
shall determine to whom the preference shall be given; and all questions 
of order the President shall decide, subject to an appeal to the Conven- 
tion. 

9. Nomember shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave. 

10. No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and when required, 
reduced to writing. 
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11. When the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private conversation to the 
interruption of the Convention, 

12. Every member who is in the Convention when any question is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or excused by the President. 

13. When a motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made, except to postpone, to amend, to divide, or to commit. 

14, A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

15. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes, 
when required by one-fifth of the members present. 

16. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention may 
resolve itself into a committee of the whole. 

17. All elections, when required by two members, shall be by ballot. 

18. All other questions shall be decided viva voce, or by hand vote, 
unless a ballot be called for by two members. 

19. When any vote is taken by orders, the names of ‘the clergy and 
parishes voting in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result is declared, and shall be entered on 
the minutes of the Convention. 

20. In all elections by ballot, the name of each clergyman entitled to a 
vote shall be called; whereupon he shall deposit his vote in a receptacle 
in charge of tellers, who shall remain in some convenient place until all 
have voted. The lay vote shall be received in the same manner. The 
tellers shall report to the Chair the number of votes cast, the number 
necessary for a choice, and the number for the respective candidates. 
The President or Chairman shall thereupon announce the result of the 
ballot. This report shall be placed on file. 

21. The sittings of the Convention shall be open to all persons who 
choose to attend, unless otherwise ordered in the Convention. 

22. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read 
each morning at the opening of the Convention, and, if necessary, cor- 
rected; and before the rising of the Convention, the proceedings of the 
session on the last day shall be read. ; 

23. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep 
his seat until the President leaves his chair. 

24, All propositions for the adoption, amendment or repeal of Canons, 
or of Rules of Order, or of Standing Order of Business, shall, before 
action thereon, be referred to the Committee on Canons. 

25. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the consent 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

26. The foregoing Rules of Order shall be read at the opening of every 
Convention, and shall be of force, unless repealed by a vote of the Con- 
vention.
